Work of “Digging In” Has Been Com- 


taken in tront of the advanced lne 
ef trenches by the digging of deep 
whose existence has been 
hidden by a light covering of branch: 
es of earth making them invisible to 
cavalry, infantry or ar. 
forming veritable holes 
{nto which an attacking force might 
fall a prey to the defenders’ machine 
guns and rifles 

The approaches to the trenches 
from the rear consist of subterranean 
galleries which permit the relief to 
be made without any exposure of the 
men. 

All along this front posts of obser- 
vation have been established, each of 
which is constantly occupied at least 
by three men provided with powerful 
field glasses and in direct telephonic 
communication 
and with the artillery batteries, the 
location of which are known only to 
the headquarters’ staff and to tne 
men who serve the guns, all of which 
are buried in the earth, only their 
muzzles protruding. For the benefit 
of the gunners the ranges of all prom- 
inent objects in the front have been 
measured. 

Behind the lines of trenches runs 
@ light railroad line for the purpose 
up ammunition and food 
necessary, reinforcements 
- of men to any point which might be 
menaced. Further provisions for the 
conveyance of reinforcements is at 
hand in the large number of auto- 
mobiles of all kinds which can make 
the journey speedily from any point 


to another, carrying groups of armed 
men.

“There was a house 
some way up the coast,” he says, 
“which our commander suspected, 
one night we set out to reconnoitre.

The whole 
front of the house was nothing more 
than a signalling board. Going up to 
it, we, khocked politely at the door 
with the butt of our rifles. 

“As the occupants were too busy to 

‘ceive visitors we burst the door 
open, and, with cur captain leading 
the way with cocked revolve> we rush- 
ed upstairs into the front room. There 
we caught the whole lot by surprise. 
Sitting in the centre of the rcom was 
a German with a telephone to his ear 
and a bunch of speaking tubes to each 
window of the house, at each of which 
sat a girl with a lamp twitch in her 
hands!" 


Jews and Palestine 


Could Now Purchase Much of the 
Holy Land 

One-third of Palestine could be 
bought now for its restoration as the 
home of the Jewish race if the funds 
were available, according to a state * 
ment by Dr. Kaplansky, of t: e Hague, 
made in St. Louis before the annual 
convention of the Knights of Zion. 
Heretofore the chief argument of the 
opponents of Zionism has been that 
Palestine was unpurchasable, 

In accordance with a rule establish- 
ec at the convention forbidding the 
mention of the bearing of the Europ 
ean war upon the Zionist movement, 
Dr. Kaplansky was unable to. state 
whether the war was responsible for 
the condition mentioned. 

Dr. Kaplansky is general secretary 
of the Jewish national fund bureau. 
The fund now totals 5,000,000 francs, 
he said, three-fourths of wiich is in- 
vested in Palestine farm lands. The 
total Jewish population of that coua- 
try, he said, is about 120,000 though 
there is room for more than 3,000,000 
people.

It is to the Kaiser that the sold-

He it was who first adopt- 
ec the smokeless powaer, who intro- 
duced turrets on wheels to serve as 
movable redoubts, who suggested wire 
fences to impede the enemy's charge, 
and who promoted the use of war 
dogs. It is to his final consent, too, 
that the soldiers owe the infantry’s 
reduction of obligatory military ser- 
vice, from three to two years.

The Coals of Alberta 


The quality of a coal is largely depend- 
ent upon the pressure and the consequent 
temperature to. which it has been sub- 
jected since the time in which it was laid 
down. Thus in the mountainous regions 
where considerable folding and squeezing 
of the rocks bas taken place a coal may 
be of a bituminous or anthracite form 
while the same coal found in the adja- 
cent plains will probably be lignite. 

In Alberta coal is found in two geologi- 
cal formations, the Belly River and the 
Edmonton, The coals of the Belly River 
horizon are found over an area of 25,000 
square miles and are estimated to con- 
tain 13,000,000,000 tons. The principal 
mines working this formation are at 
Landbreck, Pineher and Lethbridge in 
Crows’ Nest region, At Lundbreck and 
Pincher rocks and coal have been more 
jor less subjected to pressure producing a 
fair bituminous coal while at Lethbridge 
where no carth movement has taken 
place they are more of a lignite nature, 

Some bituminous coals upon removal 
of the volatile matter leave the fixed 
carbon and ash in a solid mass knowh 
as coke. The coals of the Crows’ Nest 


| Pass are excellent cokers, thus yieldinga 


superior metallurgical fuel. At the pres- 
ent time none of the bye-products are 
saved in this area, 

The coals of the Edmonton horizon are 
generally lignites, but in the foothills, 
where they have been subjected to pres- 
sure, they grade up into the bituminous. 
The total area of workable coal in this 
horizon has been estimated at 12,800

(a) Fixed oils, so called because they 
did not volatilize or evaporate without 
decomposition, were subdivided inty 
drying oils and non-drying oils. 

The drying oils derived their ame 
from the property they possessed of ab- 
sorbing oxygen, and becoming, — first 
gummy, then hard elastic varnishes and 
were obviously unfit as lubricants. Lin- 
seed oi] was the most important of these 
commercially, Each sub-division of the 
non-drying animal and vegetable oils 
provided many useful lubricants. — Ani- 
mal oils, including the fish oils, com- 
prised sperm, lard aud neat-foot, tallow 
and many other oils. 

‘Sperm oil is extracted from the fatand 
blubber of the sperm whale, and when 
good is free from odor, but inferior 
qualities have a decidedly fishy oder, 
Ite density is very low, ranging from 
0.875 to 0.844 (water being one. ) 

It was very valuable as a lubricant, 
particularly for high speeds and light 
machinery, and only its expense pre- 
vents it being more widely used. — Its 
value as a lubricant deponded upon its 
comparatively slight change in viscosity 
when heated and its freedom from any

ises the last traces of ascid, and dissolves 
other objectionable matters. The oil is 
finally washed well with water and dried. 
Frequently the oil is further discolorised 
by tilteration through carbon. 

Lubricating vils are also prepared from 
suitable crude oils by simply distilling 
off the lighter portions until the residue 
is of asuitable consistency and boiling 
point, This is then refined by treatwent 
with sulphuric acid and soda, froqualitt 
followed by filtration through carbon.

higher alcohols more complex than 
glycerol, which are solidat the ordinary 
temperature. When subjected to steam 
under pressure or slightly superheated 
steam at atmospheric pressure, these oils 
and fats decompose into free fatty acids, 
and glycerine or free fatty acids and 
solid alcohol as the case may be. Some 
are more susceptible to ye decomposi- 
tion than others. The Meutral oils are 
without action on metals but the free 
fatty acids formed by their decomposi- 
tion, like the stronger mineral acids are 
capable of attacking and corroding met- 
als, and the reaction is accelerated by 
elevation of temperature and pressure. 
The use of a lubricant entirely or largely 
composed of fatty oil therefore results im 
the eating away of the internal +n. faces 
of the cylinders, ete., which are exposed 
to its action, and it is only a matter of 
time to effect: such a weakening of the 
parts as to render them unsafe. This 
result is especially marked in che case af 
tallow. The products of the corrosion 
are metalic soups, the oxides of iron and 
copper, ete., as basis. They are all sol- 
ids,ofa leatrery, guoimy character, which 
will mix with other solid matters and 
bind them into a hard and more or less 
solid mass. 


The latter accumulates on the edges of 
the ports ends of the cylinders, the faces 
and rings of the piston, forming a hard 
deposit, which becomes an obstruction 
and is difficult to remove. 


The fatty oils possess the quabity of 
oiliness ina much higer degregethren. the 
hydrocarbon vils.

The hydro carbon oils torm eo thin a 
film that it fuily to bridge over the ine- 
qualities of the “robbing surfaces, which 
in consequence tend to inferlock and 
cause the harsh feeling experienced. The 
fatty oils, on the other hand, form a film 
between the rubbing surfaces which re- 
inaing thick enough to~keep the inequali- 
ties apart, and the. friction between the 
moving surfaces is practically that 1e- 
sulting from the movement in’ the oil it- 
self or fluid friction. lt is not casy tw 
detine oiliness, or to determine altogether 
what makes it vary in the two classes of 
oils. | One factor is surface tension, which 
is much smaller in the fatty oils than it 
is in the hydrocarbon oils. Pure hydro 
carbon oils have not been found to be 
good lubricants for eylinders or engines 
using saturated steam. The reason four 
this appears to be that the isolated drop- 
lets of atomized oil have a surface ten- 
sion so relatively high that they do nat 
adhere to the frictional surfaces already 
moist with water, but run off and pass 
out of the cylinder practically ineffective. 
By adding a small proportion, say 5% of 
fatty oil to the hydrocarbon vil, the whole 
appears to be emulsitied with the water 
held by the steam, and in this condition 
it reawily udheres to the surlaces to be 
lubricated. When working with super-

German Says it Makes His Men|? 
Shudder y 

“They go to a battle as to a feast.” 

“hat is what a proud Xussian offic- 
er, who has been engaged ia the Vis- 
tula battles, says of his men. He has 
been deputed to keep. his regiment's 
battle diary, and one of the stirring 
pages gives an account of the capture 
of a battery. 

“We were waiting for the outflaak- 
ing force to reach the Germans in the 
rear. It was damp and cold; we had 
had no food since the morinng. But 
no one thought of that; we were im- 
patiently waiting for the signal. At 11 
o'clock came the cry of ‘Hurrah!’ in 
a splendid roar. We sprang out like 
one man and dashed at the Germans. 
They fired tor all they were worth, 
and their bullets pelted around us. 
But our sold.ers and officers ran on 
shouting joyfully, ‘Hurrah,’ leaping 
over each other to be the first, and 
springing across the trenches and 
wolf gs holes.’ We reached the village 
and found the Germans fleeing from | 
both sides. We worked with bayonets 
and the butt endg of our rifies right 
and left, when suddenly one of our of- 
ficers cried, ‘Brothers, follow me! 
There’s the German battery,’ and ‘:e 
pointed to the right end of the village, 
300 yards away. 

“With one bound we were on that 
battery. Oniy one German remained 
—a young lieutenant; he “stood with 
his arms folded across his chest in a 
Napoleon attitude, with his sword and 
revolver lying at his feet.

There was a startling and horrible 

example of this hatred in one of the 
French hospitals. A wounded German 
soldier was brought in, in an uncon- 
scious condition, He was treated in 
exactly the same manner and with all 
the care that is given to the British 
wounded, In a few days he grew bet- 
ter, but remained sullen and uncom- 
mMunicative. Even when the doctors 
would approach him his eyes would 
light with a gleam of intense hate. But 
it was not thought that he would grow 
violent, and no precautions were 
taken to place a guard over him or to 
,watch him in any way. 
.. Then one day a nursing sister was 
changing the dressings on his wound 
and endeavoring to make him com- 
fortable, when he suddenly plunged a 
knife into her back. She fell to the 
floor and died shortly afterwards. The 
German is to be executed. No one 
seems to know where he secured the 
knife, This thing actually happened, 
I personally 
saw the man who committed the mur- 
der. 

Then there are other cases, not 80 
terrible, but still serious enough. A 
German officer wounded in the leg 
almost succeeded in braining one of 
the attendants and then attempted 
Suicide by cutting his throat. After 
this he was handcuffed and was tied 
down to the bed. Several others in 
hospitals I had visited had also tried 
to commit suicide, though I heard of 
no other cases of violence against 
nurses or attendants. 

The medical officers are inclined to 
think that these things are the out- 
come of traumatic delirium brought 
on by the wounds, in almost all cases 
Germans who have shown symptoms 
of violence shortly after being ad- 
mitted to the hospitals pbecoming 
more amenable as_ they progress to- 
ward recovery. Granting that these 
outbreaks are the result of delirium, 
the fact remains that they indicate 
that the hate of England is there. 
The delirium magnifies it, making 
fanatics of the men. This appears 
to be the most rational view to take 
of the matter, for it seems scarcely 
possible that any human being would 
commit some of the atrocities attri- 
buted to the German soldiers. 

From such information as I have 
been able to gain from men return- 
ing to the base from the firing line 
the Kaiser's troops are not doing so 
much pillaging or causing such wan- 
ton destruction of property as char- 
acterized their passage through Bel- 
gium in the early days of the war. 
Officers state that the German army 
is the most thoroughly organized they 
have ever seen. They refer to it as 
remarkable, and pay tribute to the 
bravery of the Prussian troops. All

Ready for the Germans 


England’s Home Defence Now More 
Than a Million 

England’s home defence army has 
grown to a membership of more than 
a million, and apparently the number 
will be quadrupled before spring. 

Occurrences like the German naval 
raid on the Hartlepools and Scar- 
borough in mid-December sent hun- 
dreds of men, old and young alike, 
hurrying to take their places in this 
elvil guard, which will have an im- 
portant work to do if invasion ever 
becomes a reality. 

Drilling is carried on generally 
three or four evenings a week in 
Parks, squares and school yards ali 
over England. 

The force is to be equipped as soon 
as possible with grey green uniforms. 
It is already officered and equippea 
with engineer, ambulance, transport, 
signal, bicycle and motor cycle sec- 
tions. 

Should an invasion be attempted 
the home defence army will see that 
the population of the threatened 
towns is taken gafely away. Arrange- 
ments for such an exodus have al- 
ready been tentatively made in most 
Parts of the kingdom. 

If a German force actually Managed 
to land and advanced toward one of 
these towns, they would find the town 
deserted and all the food stocks re- 
moved. That would be the work or 
the civil guard. 

Even if no invasion comes this well 
nigh universal) military training is 
bound to have a great effect on the 
nation.

Light on Lord Kitchener 

The London Chronicle says: 

Lord Kitchener is so generally cred- 
ited with an tron character devoid of 
sentiment in matters affecting his 
great purpose that the following story 
of his thoughtfulness is of special in- 
terest: 

“A Sunderland woman, with five 
sons in the army, lay dying. Her one 
desire was to gee her boys again. Four 
of the sons serving in England reached 
home in 24 hours, their expenses being 
paid by the autuorities. The fifth, 
however, was at the front, and there’ 
seemed little chance of the old wo- 
snan's wish being fulfilled. A Salvation 
Army officer wired to the war office, 
and back came @ reply over Lord 
Kitchener's signature saying that if 
the son could be found he would L_ 
sent home. A few hours later came a 
wire aaying the man was on his way 
home and he reached her in time. He 
had his expenses paid and was given 


a seven days’ furlough and ration 
money.”

The revolutionists adopted the song 
for their own, though the author was 
an aristocrat. Later on, when he was 
forced to flee as a royalist, he heard 


the strains of his song. 
“What is that hymn called?” he 
asked, and was told “The Marseil 


laise.” 

Thus he learned the name of his 
own composition. De Lisle was never 
treated with honor by the French un- 
til just before his death, when he re 
ceived the ribbon of tue Legion of 
Honor. 

His song hag been sung in other 
countries besides France. It is heard 
wherever there has been a war of lib- 
erty, in Italy, Germany, Russia and 
the Balkans. It has no rivals as a na 
tional hymn. Carlyle said of it: 

“The sound will make the blood 
tingle in men’s veins and whole ar 
mies and assemblages will sing it with 
eyes weeping and burning, with heart
